OHN DONELLAN, Eig; is fon of Colonel Donellan. He was plas 
ced at the Royal Academy, Woolwich, when he was very young, 
where he received the early part of his education. At the aye of 
twelve years he- entered into the Royal regiment of artillery ; with 
part of which regiment he went to the Eaft Indies about the year 
1754. Soon after his grvival there, he changed his fervice into the 
goth regiment of foot ; hut on that regiment being ordered to Furope, 
Jie, with many other officers of the fame regiment, had his Majelty’s 
leave to yemain in the fervice of the Eaft India Company, and while 
he continued therein, a company was given to him. On his return to 
England; he was put vpon half pay'in the 39th regiment of foot, on 
ucing a ¢ertificate of his good behaviour tothe thea Secretary of 

Go. «kord Barrington, and is now jn receipt of the fame. 
® In June 1777, he intermarried. with Mifs Boughton, fifter of the 
Jate Sir Theodefius Edward Ailefley Boughton, who were the two on- 
Jy farviving children of Sjr Edward Boughton, late-of Lawford-Hall in 
the county of Warwick, Haronet. Sir Edward left them to the care 
and guardiantbip of their mother, the prefent Lady Boughton, who, 
‘on her hufband’s dcath,, requefted Sir William Whelcr and Sir Francis 
Bkipwith, Baroncts, to a& inconjuntlion with her in their wander 
ment, both of whom agted during the life of Sir Francis Skipwith, but 
on his death the whole devolved upon Lady Boughton and Sir William 
Wheler. Sir William feldem inteérfered, except when particularly re- 
quired by Lady Boughton; therefore her Ladythip may, be faid to have 
had the chicf care and management of her children and their property. 

On the death of Sir Edward Boughton, his widow, Lady Boughton, 
continued to live at Lawford-Hall; and fvon after her hufdand’s death 
the fent Sir ‘Theodofius to Eaton fchool, During the time he was 
there, he led a life of difipation and folly, a matter which his mother 
may, in fame degree. be faid to have-been the caufe of ; for whether 
from a willy in her Lacgttip to. cheek his imprudencies, or from the 
known covetoufnels of her difpofition, or from. what other motive is 

t known ; but during the firft part of the tine he was there, the al- 

wed him only 8. 6d. per week for pocket-money, and afterwards 
no more than halfa crown; fo that’ Sir Theddvfius finding the fame 
fir unequal to the expenecs he was neceflarily put-iato,: was obliged to 
think of fome other,means of procuring money, and being young and 
unexperienced, had reconrfe to Jews, as Mr Donellan was informed by 
him. by this mode of fupply it is however natural to fippofe that he 
was furnithed with plenty of money, and if that can be believed, it is 
equally reafonable to fuppofe; that the fame’ tempted him to enter ina 
to debaucheries and follies, which he might aot perhaps have thought 
of, had his mother made hintan allowance fuitable tehis birth and 
fortune, ‘Therefore to her conduct may, in fome degree, be attribu- 
ted the beginning of her fon’s intempcrances. 

In July 1777, being the month atter Mr Donnellan’s» marriage, he 
and his wife went to Eaton to fee Sir Theodofius; whom. they found 
at a Mrs Roberts’s there, in a deep falivation for the venereal diteafe, 
un ler the care of a Mr Pearion, furgeon of that place. 

Soon after this Mi and Mrs Donne'l.n went to” Bath : During the 
time they continued there, they received feveral lett.rs from Lady

Before Mr and Mrs Donvellan kc ft #ath, Lady Boughton made them

of which were near being carried to ferions‘lengths, had not Mr Don- 
nellan tlept in and prevented them, as is well known te Lady Bough- 
ton {. On her Lacythip’s*return from Bath, the wrote Mr and Mrs 

Donnellan feveral very preiling invitatiops to Lawford-hail, which Mr 

Donnellan at frit declined, but afterwards accepted ; and they atrived 

trere in June 4778. On their arrival, they found Lady Boughton had 

feit Sir Theodofias to be under the private tuition of a Mr Jones, 
n-at Northampton, where he continued apwards of five moaths-after 

Mr Dennellan’s ariival at Lawford. 

’s, he was fo much a'tered 
in his countenance and perton, that Mr Donnellan tufpected he had 
contracted a freth venereal complaint; and, therefore, merely with a 
view of recommending a fkilful furgeon to him-in cafe he had, tool, an 
Orportunity of queltioning him privately on the fubject. At firft’ he 
f emed unwilling to give any anfwer; but. at length confetled, that 
when he went to Mr jones’s, he was not well of his old complaint ; 
and that while he was there, he wld a great deal of Mercurial oint- 
ment, and wore fennel drawers every night, in order to prevent a dif- 
covery upon the theets. Mr Donnellan immediately communicated this 
to Lady Boughton, and advifed her to plaice Sir Vheodofius under the 

* care of fome furgeon of eminence, who, inftead of attending to what 
he faid, eave her fon a book, culled the Family Phyfician, which he 
frid great attention to; and it is well known was continually quacking 

imfelf from it. 
Sir Theodofins continued thei practices till the fame, added to his 
intemperaners, and his untortunate connections with different wemen, 
bo had nearly deftroyed his con{titution, and reduced him to a mere fkele- 
ton. ‘fn Jane fait, he contradtut a treth iateétion, and applied to Mr

cure ; but, about a week or nine day’ before the dedth of Se "Phebdo- 
fius, he applied to him again, and. complained of a fwelling in his groin; 
which Mr Powell examined, and fotind to be a buboe forming. Mr 
Powell told Mr Webb, that he alfoobierved a blacknefs about the fame, 4 
and asked Sir Thecdofius what was the meaning thereof ? who replied, 
that it was owing to his having pat fore mereutial gintment upon it; 
and that upon his (Mr Powell's) expreiU@ng forme furprify at Sir Theodo- 
fius’s having any knowledge of mereviial ointment, Sir, Theodofius 
told him he had frequently ufed it before. ‘This is mentioned in order 
to prove, that Sir Theodofius not only knew the ufe and effeéts of mer- 
ctrial ointment, but that he abfolutely. uied it frequently—Mr Powell 
on this gave Sir Theodofius a repellant compofed of ftrong-Golard, (ac- 
cording to Lis own declaration to Mr Webb fines) which Sir Theodofius | 
ufed to the time of his death, and had a machine in naturé of a ban- | 
dage for that purpofe, which was found in his bed-room after his death. 
—Whether this buboe proceeded from the freth infedtion, or fiom the 
old complaint is pe:haps uncértdin; but the fame is fuficient to thew 
that the veticreal viras was then in his blood. 

On the ‘Saturday preceding the death of Sir Theodofius, the Reve- 
rend Mr Newfam of>Great Hatborough, called at Lawford Hall, and 
took notice to Mr Donnellan, that Sir TheoduGas appeared much worfe 
than ufual; which Mr Donnellan, by way of reply, faid he did not 
wonder at, for that he was continually quacking himfelf with Mercury, 
and by that means had nearly, he believed, rained his Tet i ~ 
Mr Newfam concussed with himiia opinion, and, as @. proof: he 
thought Sir Theodofins much altered and in a bad way, he d 
the fame to.a Mr Clay of Rugby foun eftcrwards *. 

That Mr Donnellan had reafon to think Sir Théodofins’s health in a 
dangerous ftate, is obvions,, He knew the quantities of Mercury he 
took, and applied outwardly. He alfo knew his intemperances, and 
was confirmed in thefe things, by the frequent appeararices of a Hight 
falivation in Sir Theodofivs, whieh were fo apparent. by his breath {mell- 
ing offenfively, and a quantity of water always running from his mouth 
that nobody chofe-to drink after him ;—-and Lady Boughton mutt alfo 
well recolle&t, that Sir Theodofius was obliged to.keep an handkerchief 
continually at his mouth. 

But Lady Boughton having paid the bills of three different furgeons 
for attending Sit Theodofius, the has had notice to produce on the trial 
** all the biils the has paid to the different furgeons and apoth: caries at 
‘* any time employed by Sir Theodofius ;"? and therefore it will appear 
from them what quantity of Mereury he has tvken and» fed! She has 
alfo lad notice to produce ‘* a written paper, in the hand-writing of 
Sir. Theodofius, found in his bed-room after his death, containing a 
memorandum of the time and place when and wheré he contraéted’ the 
laft infestion, and of the effeéts of the medicines which had» been fent 
him by Mr Powell for curing the fame.” Ix feems very extraordinary, 
that Sir Theodofius fhould have made fuch a memoranduars but. it, is 
neverthelefe tue that he did do it, and the fame is gow in Lady. Bough- 
ton’s cuftody +. ? 

On. the Sunday preceding Sir Theodofius’s death, he feemed himfel” 
fenfible of the weak {tate to which he was reduced, and wept bicterly 
to his mother, faying, tliat if he fhould get the better of his then 
complaints, he would lead quite a new life. 

On the Tuefday following, being the eyth of Auguft laft, Mr 
Powell fent Sir Theodofius a medicine, to be token the next morning, 
The perfon he fent it by was Lady Boughton's fervant boy, Samuel 
Froft. ° He delivered it to Sir I heod. fius aiow: four o'clock that after- 
noon, who immediately put the fame into his pocket, as Samuel Eroft 
has fince faid.; and he, Samuel Troft, did not, a¢ he bas alia fince fre- 
quently faid, fee or know what Sir Theovofius afterwards did with 
it. 

At the time this medicine was deliverdd to Sir Theodofiug, Mr Don- 
nellan was watking with his child in the field udjcining to the houfe; 
and-could hot poflibly- fee’or know any thing.of Sam. Froft’s delivering . 
the fame to him. He.continned to-walk ia the above field until about 
five o'clock 5 when coming towards the howfe, he did not go in, but 
went into the front garden, where he had not bees many fimutes be-~ 
fore he obferved Lady Boughton enter the fame from the houfe, with 
a batket'in her hand. Her Ladythip:feeing him, called to’him, and 
a(ked him to go and affift her in gathering fome fruins: Hevaccording- 
ly went; and while they were gathering the fame) they faw Sir Theo- 
dofius ride by the. wall of the garden, whom they afked where he was 
going; and he anfwered a fifhing. Some of the fruit being out of 
Mr Donnellan’s reach, hei Ladythip defired hiny to go and all Samuel 
Froft, ‘the fervant boy before montioned; ‘to bring a ladder. Mr Don- 
nelian aceordingly went inté’ the’ house; and call d Sam” feveral 
times. ‘On his not anfwering, he went-to the kitchen; where he 
found three fervant. maids. bufy ia a wath, viz: Sarah Blundell, Sufannch 
Sparrow, and Catherine Amos; the firft was the houfe-maid, the fe- 
cond Mis Donnellan’s maid, and the laft the cook. He enquired of 
them where Samuel was; and’ on their faying they did not Show, he 








defired them to fend him into the garden with a -lulder,as foomasthey } 


thould fee him, and. then retarned Mraight to Lady Boughton; the 
whole time of his abfence from her: not being more than three mi- 
nutes ¢. ‘ 

Soon after Mr Donnellan had returned, Samuel Froft appeared in 
the: garden with a ladder, and While they were gathering the fruit «1 
therewith, Sarah Eluudell entered thé garden,oand toll’ Lady gts aN 
ton that a Ms Dand, and one Mathews; a-carpenter,, wanted Wer + « 
on which her Ladythip went towards the houie, and Mr Donnellaé 
with her, it being then about fix o'clock.. When they arrived in the * 
hall, they found Dand and Mathews there, whom they talked to a- 
bout ten minutes (during which time Mr Donnellan never left thém) 
and then they (Dard and Matthews)'went away out at the door which 
leads into the inner-court-yard, and Mr Donnellan, at thefame mo- | 
ment, returned again into the garden. There are large iron gatts 
which open from the ‘garden. into'thé dial court-yard, and juft as Mr 
Dounellan had reached thofe gates, he obferved Dand a Mathews 
(whom he had that moment parted with) pafs along the yard towards 
the flable ; and therefore -as he had fomething more to fay te them, 
he opened the iron gates, and called: them to him...

Juft at this moment Mrs Donnellan entered the parlour, and ob- 
ferving that Mr Donnellan’s feet were wet, advifed him toéhan his 
thoes and ftockjngs, who refufed, faying he was tived, aid would gota 
bed. Aoosiixae, Mr Donnellan drank a bafoa of milk, then onthe 
table ready for him (the fame being his' ufital fopper) and protmelisnels 
wept to bed: In five minutes after which Mrs Donnellan follow 
him, Sir Theodofius not beivg then returned. 

"The room Mr and Mrs Doancllan flept in, was aly over thé 
parlour before-mentioned, and the Relv-sats oding 36 it ‘thie 
faid parleur doot, fo that he was up in his room in ‘a minute, 
aiid moft be heard ‘there by Lady Boughton’ in lefs than. that time; 
from whence he did hot ftir till morning. f 

The -cafe before mentioned leads to Mr and Mrs Donellan’é 
room, and andther room or two (which were made no ufe of) and to 
thofe rooms gnly ; and the fame roomshave no kind of communica= 
tion with any other part of the‘ houfe. Sir Theodofius’s room was 
quite on the other fide of the houfe; therefore if Mr. Donellan had 
vifited his room before he went to bed, he mutt have -fisit returned 
down the before-mentioned ftair-cafe (which he could not have done 
without being obf:rved by Lady : ton, the parlour door being o# 
pen the whole of that evening) and then have went through the houife 
upwards of 80 yards, and up another diftant ftair-cafe ; a matter im- 
practicable, without being feen by fome of the fervants,. But, even 
fappofing Mr Donellan could have had:accefs to Sis Theadofins’s room, 
unobferved, as it was then dask, it would have been nearly impoffible 
for him to have’ diftinguithed any particular bottle from the various 
number then in his room, 

Thus, the impoffibility of Mr Donellan’s having accefs to Sir Theo- 
dofius’s room, from the time of the medicine being delivered to him 
by Samuel Froft, to the time of his death, is obvious, unlefs we could 
imagine that he went into the room the morning of his death, and 
mixed poifon in the medicine while Sir Theodofias was in bed; the i+ 
deavf which is too abfurd to be mentioned. The faét is, that Mr Don- 
nellan knew nothing at all of Sir Theodofius’s having received any me- 
dicine from Mr Powell the day ‘preceding hisdeath :- but even if he 
had, and had had an opportunity of going to Sir Theudofins’s room 
unobferved, it is not certain that he cmald have found the medicine 
there. . For Sir Theodofius put the fame into his pocket immediately 
on receiving it, and as it is fappofed there will beno proof of his ha- 
ving depofited the medicine in his bed-room, it is not impoflible but that 
he might take it with him in his pocket when he went a fithing *. 

The next morning, being the zoth of Augyit,, Mc Donellan rofe a- 
bout fix o’clock, having agreed the preceding evening, to take. a ride 
with Lady Boughton, who wanted to go to a perfon’s » ata few 
miles diftance from 1.awford-hall, to make fome enquiries refpecting a 
fervant girl, and he walked about the garden and yard a confiderable 
time, expedting her Ladythip. At length growing he went 
under her chamber window and called her feveral times; fhe at lait 
anfwered him, not from her own wiadow, bat from a window at the 
(tair-head, between Sir Theodofius’s soom and her Ladythip’s, and 
told him the thould not be ready fome time.

Friday, “oiiember 22, 1780. 
B* the Nymph floop ot war which arrived in the river this 
day from Madras, we had the following difagreeable ad- 
vite from that Prefidency : 

That Lieut. Colonel Baillie retarning from the northward, 
with“inrention to join the grand army under Major Gencral Sir 
Heétor Munro had been attacked by the fon of Hyder Ali, 
His detachment confifted of 300 Euro- 
pean infantry, fome artillery, three battalions of iepoys, and 
ten pi¢ces- of cannon; but hearing afterwards that Hyder in 
perfon, with the main body of his forces, had got between him 
and Sir Hegor Munro, he thought proper to halt where he 
was, aud immediately difpatched feveral letters by different 
routes to that General, acquainting him of his fituation, and 
begging that he would make a motion with the army under his 
command, to favour his junction. Notwithftanding this inte- 
refting news, and the repeated intreaty of Lord M‘Leod, and 
the reft of the principal officers, no notice was taken until an 
clapfe of three days, when inftead of making a movement with 
the grand army, a detachment was formed under Lieut. Colo- 
nel Fletcher: It confifted of the company of Genilemen Ca- 
dets, the gremadiers and light infantry companies of the Figh- 
lahd regiment, under the orders of Major Elphinitone, two com- 
panies grenadiers, and ten companies of grenadier fepoys. . 
This detachment, by making a circular route: and a forced 
march, joined Colonel Baillie, who next day marched off with 
the two detachments, in hopes of completing his junction with 
the grand army. His difpofition was excelleat: He formed 
the trvops in a kind of oblong fquare, the grenadiers leading, 
aod the bagyage in the center ; and although the énemy’s ca- 
valry hovered round them in the whole march, no impreifion 
could be made. ‘ “ia . z 

Aboat noon, when the troops were much fatigued with their 
march, they arrived at a Tope, which they were neceffarily 
abliged, from the fitwation of the country, to pafs through. 

Here Hyder had laid ambuth, which fucceeded to his with. 
‘Yhe troops, not fafpecting any thing, entered the grove, but 
were very foon conviaced of their error ; for they were faluted 
thorily alter by a very heavy fire from three mafked batteries 5 
one in front, and one on each flank, which played furioufly up- 
en them; and, at the fame time, a prodigious number of 
rockets being thrown among(t them, fet one of the tumbrils on 
fire, and the Hames communicating with three others, the whole 
blew up. This threw the fepoys into-the utmoft diforder; how- 
ever the Europeans moved britkly on, attacked and carried one 
of the batteries with great bravery 5 but the fire from the o-_ 
ther two was fo hor, that they were obliged to abandon it. 
They then formed themfelvcs into a compact body, and main- 
tained their ground with great gallantry and refolution, until 
their ammunition was expended, when they were foon broken ; 
aad the greateft part, fome fay the whole, were put to the 
fword. : 

General Munro, it is faid, was within feven miles of the 
{eene of action; and as foun as he was certified of the fate of 
the day, he retreated with great precipitation t» Chinglepat, 
being 26 miles, leaving his baggage, fome fay his artillery be- 
hind him, which confequently muft have fallen into the hands 
of the enemy. The Council at Madras have wrote for fuc- 
cours of every kind, men, money, ftores, and provifions. 

Saturday, Sept. 23. Orders were fent to Captain Nutt, 
commander of the Kingfton Indiaman, to have his thip ready

We-have the following account of the lofs of the Royal Ad- 
miral, Captain Munro, when fhe failed from Bombay. By the 
new deck which they laid on her, and the great quantity of 
cotton they had ftowed on the -faid deck, the veffel became fo 
vi crank, that it alarmed all the officers, the ports not being 
caulked ip, by which the thipped a great quantity of water, of 
which they freed her, and got her down fo as to carry her fafe 
of Carwar Head; near which place, we ate informed, the met 
with a hard fquall of wind about nine o’clock at night, which

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laid her dotyn on jer Seanv ent : The Captain and officers that 
were in the cabin ran out, but too late, the fhip then finking ; 
on which they returned to the cabin, and the veflel funk almoft 
inftantly. The Captain’s butler and two lafcars jumped out of 
the cabin windows, and were faved by the boat which had been 
caft loofe, which they found fall of water, afcer the fhip went 
down. The butler is now on board the Elizabeth, bound to 
Bengal, who fays that the officers had feveral times advifed the 
Captain to return with the fhip to Bombay whillt they were 
working out, or co put into Goa, as the cotton had fucked up 
fo great @ quanticy of water that they could not carry fail.

On the soth inftant failed in the Succefs galley to Bombay, 
for the recovery of their health, Mr John Hannah, aad Mr 
William Buthby. 
Midnapore, May 3, 1780. The following extraordinary ac- 
cident happened here fo.ne days ago; its authenticity may be 
depended upon :—A poor woman carrying dinner to her hul- 
band, who was employed cutting wood in a tope about a mile 
from Mr Peirce’s houfe, was feized upon the way by a tyger. 
Her cries were heard by her hufband, who flew immediately to 
her afliftance; upon approaching the place, h¢ beheld his wife 
in the clutches of the dreadful animal, who had her head in his 
mouth, and was dragging her into the jungle (copfe). Almoft 
frantic at feeing her in fo alarming a fituation, the honeft native, 
regardlefs of danger, rufhed upon the monfter with his hatchet, 
and. {track him twice. The beaft quitted his intended prey, 
and retired growling into the woods. The woman was brought 
in; her head was hurt, but not dangeroufly; fhe received 
every affiftanee from the gentlemen here, and is now perfectly 
recovered. 

A garb belonging to Hyder Ally is arrived from the Ifle of 
France, at Mangellore; if we had meu of war on this fide of 
India, they would be able to deftroy the whole of the Mahrat- 
ta fleet, and keep Hyder quiet; by which no French veffels 
would be able to make their appearance. 


Further Paxricucars of the late interefting Accounts from 
Mapras. 

The Tryal packet, Captain Demp(ter, left Madras on the 
4th of December laft ; but Hyder Ali had entered the Carnatic 
near fix mouths before.. The Nabob had given the Govern- 
ment at Madras repeated intelligence of this invafion from the 
very beginning; but no regard was paid to his reprefentations 
till Hyder’s horfe appeared within fight of the. Flag-{taff of 
Fort George. General Munro, at length, took the field, and 
encamped at Conjaveram ; but Colonels Bauiilie and Fletcher, 
being on their way to join with sso Europeans, and 3000 
feapoys, were attacked on their march within about fix miles of 
his camp. The firing was diftinétly heard, and the action laft- 
ed feveral hours; but no sttempt was made to give them the 
leaft degree of fuccour. At length they were overpowered by 
numbers; Hyder’s cavalry having broke in upon their line, 
when a great {laughter enfued.. All the Europeans were either 
cut to pieces or taken ; and about 2000 fepoys lay dead on the 
fpot. Hyder, however, loft more than double that number.— 
After this fatal event, General Munro retreated immediately 
towards Madras, near which place he remained when the pack- 
et fer fail for Europe. In the mean time, Hyder took Arcot, 
the capital of the province, after an obftinate fiege of 75 days ; 
and, {oon after, he was in poffeflion of all the open countsy for 
many miles round. 

But, notwith{tanding thefe difafters, a change to the better 
was daily expected. General Coote had arrived with 1 500 
Europeans ; and 12,000 more troops were foon expected b 
land, through the Northern Circars. Ia confequence of chefs 
arrangements, it was fuppofed that General Coote would take 
the field, with a great army, by the beginning of February. 
And as General Goddard was ordered to attack Mangalore, on 
the Malabar coaft, with the Bombay forces, fo as to place 
Hyder between two fires, it is to be hoped that, long before 
this time, he is not only expelled from the Carnatic, but even 
difpoffetfed of the greateft part of his own country. 

We are forry to add, that the devaftations of foreign enemies 
are not more likely to prove ruinous to the Company’s fettle- 
ments in India, than the internal diffentions among their own 
fervants. ¢ are informed, through the fame channel,’ that 
Mr Whitehill, Governor of Madras, has been depofed, with- 
out either refiftance or noife, by the Supreme ‘Council; and 
that Mr Francis had challenged Mr Haftings, and is fhot 
through the body, but is in a fair way of recovery.

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Zhe Fourth REPORT of: the Commissioners appointed to 


examine, take, and flate the Pustic Accounts of the

ROCEEDING in our enquiries into balances in the hands of thofe 
accountants who appear upon the certificate of accounts depend- 
ing in the office of the Auditor of the Impreft, we find therein, next 
to the Treafurers of the Navy, the names of feveral perfous whofe ac- 
counts have not been profecuted for upwards of feventy years. We 
could have #o expectation of profiting by a purfuit of claims arifing at 
fo remote 2 perivd; and therefore palling on to the next clafs, name- 
ly, the Paymafters of the Forces, we fee tlanding firit in that clafs the 
name of Henry Earl of Lincoln; whofe fival account of the forces for 
fix montlis, to the 24th of June 1720, is therein deicribed ** to have 
been delivered into Auditor Aiflabic’s office, but, being very imper- 
fect, to have been long fince withdrawn, and not returned.” We il- 
fued our precept to his Grace the Duke of Neweaftle, for an account

Office; who, at the fame time that they tcamfaét the bulinefs of the 
Paymafter in office, carry on alfo; make up, and finally clofe, the ae- 
counts of the Paymatters after they are out of office; but, having no 
falary or reward whatever for this extra bufinefs, it has been cuttoma- 
ry for them, when the final account is ready to be patled, to prefenta 
memorial to the Lords of the T'reafary, praying them to procure the 
King’s warrant to the Auditors of the Impreft, to allow them a cer- 
tain fam for their trouble, payable out of the balance remaining in 
the hands of that Paymatter. 

The fums ‘now in the hands of thefe late Paymatters of the Forces, 
or of the reprefentatives of thofe who are dead, are {till liable to claims 
that may be made upon them Goder varions heads of fervices, and fub- 
ject likewife to the payment of fundry fees, and of the cultomary gra- 
tunities; but neither thefe claims, fees, or gratuities, do, in our opi- 
hion, furnith any objection to the payment of thefe balances into the 
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Exchequer. 

Lord Holland refigned this office in 1765 ; Mr Charles Townthend 
in 1766; Lord North and Mr Cooke in 1767; Mr Cooke and Mr 
Thomas Townfhend in 1768; fince which, fullicient time has clapfed 
for all the claimants upon thefe Paymatters to have made their appli- 
tations for payment. ‘The public are not to be kept out of poffeilioa 
of large fums of their own money, nor public accounts to be kept 6- 
pen, becaule perfons may have for fo long a time negle*ted their own 
busineis; not that thefe claimants are without remedy after thete ac- 
connts are clofed; by applying cither to the Treafary, or tothe War- 
Office, as the cafe may require, their demands may be enquired into 
and fatisfied, by proper warrants upon the Paymatfter in office: 

The fees and gratuities become payable when the final azcounts are 
ready td be palfed in the office of the Auditor of the Imprett; how 
long it will be before the final accounts of thef late Paymafters will 
be in that fituation, it is nat eafy to atcertain. John Lloyd, Etq; 
Deputy Auditor of the Impreit to Loid Sondes, iaformed us, that the 
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was to examine whether they were liable to any fuch fervices, or fub-° 
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was delivered into that offce in November 1779- From an objection 
hereinafter mentioned, made by ‘the a€iing ‘executor of Lord Holland, 
to the final cloling of that account; and from the r:eprefentation given 
to us by thefe officers, of the fituation in which the ‘other accodnts 
now are in the Impreft Office, none of them appear’to be in fo advan- 
ced and perfeét a-{tute as to give us reafon to expect their {pecdy com 
pletion; and therefore we do not think the payment of theie-tralances 
into the Exchequer ought to be delayed. until the accounts are fettled, 
efpecially as we fee no reafon why the Paymatter in office may not lie 
authorifed to pay, out of the public money in his hands, all the fees 
and gratuities, whenever they become payable. } 

Sceing, therefore, no objeétion to arife; from the fervices of purpo- ; 
fes to which thefe balances are fill applicable, to the payment of 
them inte the Exchequer, we adverted to fuch reafons as might be 
fugyelted to us by the accountants themfelees, ior by thofe who have 
an intereft or truftin the funds oat of whieh thefe balances mult be 
pail. “Io this end we examined the Hon, Charles James Fox) Big 
and Jolin Powell, Efq; exceutors of the late Lord Hollands) Lady 
Greenwich, adminiltratrix to Me Charles Townfhend’; Lord’ North, 
Mr ‘Lhemas Townthend, Colonel George John Cenke, and Mr Chrarles 
Molloy, devifees of the eflates of Mr George Cooke, late Paymatters 
General of the Forces.

** The 24th of July 1780, advice was received at Fore St George, 
that diyder Ally’s cavalry had entered the Carnatic in different places, 
Whereupon the troops in cantonments were ordered fo aflemble at St 
‘Fhomas’s Mount; ait a ftrong detachment’ under Col. Buillie, who 
commanded in the Guntoor Circar, was ordered to the Prefidency. In 
the mean'time, Hyder bimfelf, with the main body of the army, enter- 
ed by the pats of Chagjamah; reduced Polloyr, Chittupit, and Arnec ; 
and, on the 22d of Augult, fat down before Arcot. , 

** The’ 26th of Avgult Sir Hvétur Munro’ todk the ficld, and moved 
towards Conjeveram. 

‘* ‘Lhe 6uh of September, the General was informed, that a large 
detachment: from Hyder’s army had attacked Col.. Ba'llic at Peramban- 
cum, and been repulfcd ; bat as:Cel. Bailie was thereby weakened, he 
fond it not in his power to jointhe General. It was therefore refolved 
to reinforce Col. Baillie: with a fMvong detachment, and Col. Fletclicr 
was ordered on that fervice. 

** The roth of September, the General was informed; that Colonel 
Baillie had been attacked, and entirely defeated ; whereupon it was re- 
folved to fall back to Chingleput, and afterwasds-to St Thomas’s Mount, 
where General Munro arrived the 14th of September. 

** ‘The lofs futtained by the unfortunate defeat of Licutenant-Colenel 
Baillie’s decachment, amounts, in killed, wounded, and prifouers, to 
about s08 Europeans, and 3300 Seapoys 

** So foon as intelligence of the above difatter-reached.Madrafs, re- 
quifition was made to Bengal, for a fuitable reinfortement to be fent 
from thence with all expedition.

** It was alfo refolved to detach a Jarge bedy.of Seapoys, for the fur- 
ther protection and defence of the-country, fe loon as the feafon thould 
permit of their marehing by land. t , 

** Tin confequence of the above refolutions, ‘General Coote left Cal- 
cutta the-13th of O&ober 1780; and arrived-at Fort St George the sth 
of November feilowing, with two companies, of Europes artillery, 660 
Lafcars, fix companies of ‘European infantry, and one company.of vo- 
lunteers; but Arcot had unfortunately furrendered to Hyder two days 
Lefore the arrival of General Coote at Madrafs. t 

‘© The army under General Coote was formed into three grand di- 
vifions, on Choultry plain, between three and four miles Touthward of- 
MadrafS, during the north-caft monfvon. ‘Phe General took. up ‘his 
refidence with one of them,’ int order to be in readinefs to embrace-the 
firtt opportunity that thould offer of gaining advantage over the enemy; 
and has given the frongelt aflurances that his utmoft endeavours fal] 
be ufed to re-eltablith the intereft of the Company, and to fupport the 
honour of the Britith arms on the coaft; and‘he ‘hopes, by the next 
opportunity, to be able to tranfmit more agreeable accounts.
